'. N. I. Buster died suddenly at 
I the home of his son-in-law. Dr. J. B. 
RoBards, at this place, last Saturday 
morning, at about 2 o’clock as a result 
of s stroke of paralysis. Some time 
ago Mr. Buster suffered a stroke of 
paralysis, and had been in feeble health 
since then, although his death was not 
expected at this time. He was here 
on a visit to his daughter, and to re¬ 
ceive treatment from Dr. RoBards. 
He was thought to'be improving, and 
on Friday expressed himself as feeling 
stronger. When he retired Friday 
night he was in his usual good spirits. 
About 1 o’clock his wife noticed that 
his breathing was not good and tried 
t-> arouse him, but he did rot respond 
to her calls. She notified Dr. RoBards 
and wife, and notwithstanding every 
effort was made to revive Mr. Buster, 
he never rallied^ and died, as stated 
above, at about 2 o'clock. 

The deceased had resided in Boyle 
county since his birth, where he was 
loved and honored by hundreds of peo¬ 
ple. He was a devout Christian, being 
a member of the Christian church. The 
body was taken to his home Saturday, 
and interment occurred in Danville 
Monday. 

Mr. Buster was one of the wealthiest 
farmers and stock raisers in Boyle 
county. He was vice president of the 
Mercer National Bank,of Harrodsburg, 
since organization, about twenty-five 
years ago, until forced to resign the 
position a year ago on account of ill 
health. He was sixty-three years of 
age, and is survived by a widow, three 
sons and two daughters, Messrs. John, 
N. I. Jr., and Everett Buster, and 
Mrs. D. Bowman Moore, all of Har¬ 
rodsburg, and Mrs. John RoBards, of 
this place.

The Rev. Wesley W. Graham, one of 

te oldest men in the State and per¬ 
haps the oldest minister of the gospel 

the United States, died suddenly at 
his home near Duncan, in Mercer coun¬ 
ty, Saturday night. 

He had been in the best of health and 
ite a hearty supper, retiring at 10 

clock. Sunday morning when the 
members of his family went to Kis room 
to awaken him, they were horrified to 
find him dead. Ihe position of his 
body indicated that he had passed 
away without a struggle. He was 
ninety-six years of age and since a 
young man had been a minister of the 
Christian Church. For seveal years, 
on account of his feeble condition, he 
has been able to preach only occasion¬ 
ally. He has been preaching most of 
his life at Grapevine church, which ia 
near his home, and for the lot g years 
of service has never accepted one cent 
of pay. He united with that church 
April 15. 1833. 

Mr. Graham had lived on the same 
farm for seventy-six years. The first 
year of his marriage he got seed corn 
from his father-in-law, and had used 
the same corn consecutively ever since. 
He had never owned a buggy in his life 
and nsver used one. He had a faithful 
old mare, now thirty years old, and he 
had ridden her for twenty-four years. 
The old mare never had harness on 
her back, and Mr. Graham insisted that 
she never should as long as he lived. 

Mr. Graham was very methodical, 
and had kept a diary for fifty years 
without the loss of a single day. By 
reference to it he could tell the state of 
the weather on any day in that long 
period. The coldest day since he had 
been keeping the diary was February 
13, 1899, when the thermometer regis¬ 
tered 38 degrees below zero. The 
warmest days were July 7 and 8, 1874, 
when it was 102 and 103 at 12 o'clock 

! In the book is also written the names 
| of each visitor to his home, whether it 
was for a few minutes or a longer stay, 
and so hospitable was he that it is said 
that if be had received twenty-five 
cents for each meal furnished it would 
buy the finest farm in Mercer county 
This diary has been the arbitrator of 
many neighborhood disputes over 
events that happened in the long ago, 
everyone being more than willing to 
let the elder's memorandum settle the 
question in dispute. It is understood 
that the diary will now be kept by a 
son, and at his death the duty is to de¬ 
volve upon a grandson. 

Regarding the seventeen-year locust, 
Mr. Graham claimed that he’d been 
told that they first appeared in 1806. 
but that he knew they were here in 
1823. 1865, 1872 and 1889.-His record ia 
that there was a total eclipse of the 
sun at 5 p. m. August 7, 1869.

STATE LAW 

Governing Speed of Au¬ 
tomobiles. 


The law is in full as follows: 

Persons must not run a motor ve¬ 
hicle on a public highway at a greater I 
rate of speed than is reasonable and 
proper at the time and place, consider¬ 
ing the traffic and the. use of the 
highway and its condition, or so as to 
put in danger the life or limb of any 
person, and in no event at a greater 
speed than fifteen miles per hour, ex¬ 
cept in cities and parks. Motor vehicles 
means all vehicles run by gasoline, or 
other explosives, steam and electricity, 
excepting such as are run on tracks or 
tramways. On approaching crossing 
of highways, bridges, going around 
curves, or down hills, the vehicle shall 
be under control, and must not go at a 
greater rate than six miles per hour. 
Upon approaching a person walking, 
riding or driving on a highway, the 
person running the vehicle (motor) 
shall give a signal by bell or horn 
and,use every means to insure safety 
to the 1 person walking, riding or driv¬ 
ing, and to keep from frightening any 
animal, and must have the vehicle un¬ 
der control, and if apparently necessary- 
come to a stop. The driver of a motor 
vehicle shall at the request, or signal 
made by holding up the hand, of a per¬ 
son riding or driving, bring • his vehicle 
to a stop. If necessary, and if- travel¬ 
ing in an opposite direction, 'stop long 
enough to allow persons riding or driv¬ 
ing to pass in safety. If an animal 
appears badly frightened; or if request¬ 
ed. the driver of the motor vehicle 
shall cause the vehicle to stop as long 
as is reasonably necessary to prevent 
injury and insure safety. The rules as 
to passing vehicles are the same as in 
other cases; in approaching an inter¬ 
section of highways, motor vehicles 
must keep to right of the center of the 
intersection when turning to the right, 
and pass to the left of the intersection 
when turning to the left. Every motor 
vehicle shall be provided with good ami 
sufficient brakes, and at night shall ex¬ 
hibit a white light in front and a red 
light behind. In case of heavy fop. 
lights shall be displayed, as if it were 
rught. Any violation of the law is pur - 
ishable by a fine of not less than $10 
nor more than $100, any person injured 
through a violation of the laws shall \ 
have a lien on the motor vehicle for 
any damages he may recover, the lien 
to attach upon the filing of a suit.

some points suggest-Hl by a maker of 
forty years’ experience may be worth 1 
noting, says the New York Herald. J 

lu the first place, a piano caunot ] 
keep its toue In a dump place. l>amp- 
uess rusts both strings and tuning plus ; 
and also causes the felt on the ham- j 
mors and iluui|>ers to swell, thus caus- I 
lug the mechanism to move Irregularly 
or sluggishly. 

To prevent the Ivory keys from turn¬ 
ing yellow, allow them to be exposed 
to the rays of the sun occasionally. 

While avoiding dampness, do"hot. on 
the other hand, put your instrument lu 
a place of extreme heat, as nenr the 
radiator or stove or open fire. 

To keep dust from accumulating on 
th<> sounding board, close the piano 
when not In use. 

Most people have learned by experi¬ 
ence that it is injurious to a watch to 
leave It without winding for a long 
time, thus causing the oil to dot It 
Is just ns hurtful to a piano to keep It 
closed for months at a time. Even 
when not In use open It occasionally. 

If you insist upon burdening your 
piano by piling heavy loads of books. 1 
pictures mid ornaments upon It. do not 
be surprised If It retaliates by some- i 
times emitting unpleasant sounds when 
played ilium.

Have the piano tuned often—If new. [ 
every thro.- or four months the first 
year and less frequently thereafter.

Tex., May 29.—In spite of 
the fact that a similar charge was in-1 
vestigated and dismissed by a grand I 
jury some time ago another complaint

How to Handle Rubbsr Plants. 

I The chief aliment of the rtibl » plant 
la sour soli from Wlug watered too 
much, aays the New York American. 

] Never allow any water to stand In tbe 
saucer. A generous spraying and wa- 
| taring every other day Is enough for 
{ the average rubber plaut. Once a 
week put the plant, pot and all. In a 
| pall of water. Biid while It Is there 
w.tsb the leaves thoroughly with a soft 
cloth or s|suige and a very little pure 
soap. Rinse well. Never put ou on 
the leaves, as we have known amateur 
gardeners to do to make the leave* 
glossy. It closes the pores and attracts 
dust and death. Never keep a plant In 
a glazed |>ot. These are not porous 
and retain the molstnre until tbe roots 
) of tbe plants are chilled. Always re¬ 
move yellow, dead leaves, a* they sap 
tlie strength of the plant. Herba|>a 
your plant needs repotting. This 
should Is- done at least once a year, 
(let a pot one sine larger. Brown spots 
on the leuves are caused by lack of 
light and air or by pnrnslte*. Tbe 
worst Insect enemy of the rubfier plant 
Is the mealy bug. or scale. T'pon Us 
[ ttr.*t appearance it la white. Later It 
turns brown. Tlie best way to remove 
j It Is to rub It off wltb a little 
whale oil soap. Dissolve a two Inch 
square of the soap In a pint of boiling 
water. Let It stand over night- Tbe 
' next day wash every leaf and stem of 
the plant with n sponge or cloth dlp|ted 
In this soap liquid, lilve the sick nd>- 
' tier plant u d<me of limi-water, which 
Is a good tonic and also remove worms 
1 and Insects from the soil. 


TablccldtliK should be Ironed on both 
sides. If they are of good quality, are 
well uiolnteued and then Ironed until 
dry. they will have quite enough stiff-' 
ness and gloss. If they are worn so 
thin that they become limp by once 
using, take what starch Is left after 
tbe other clothes have been jtarched 
and dilute it with water enough to 
rinse the tablecloth. Dry. sprinkle and 
Iron aa usual. Tbe thinner starch Is 
Just enough to give aome body to the 
soft old linen. 

How to Lengthen the Life of a Candle 

In cases of Illness and when there 
are no uight lights at band a candle 
caii Is- made to burn as slowly as a 
night light does by lightlug a new can¬ 
dle aud allowing It to remain till the 
top surface is flat; then blow It out 
ami sprinkle fluely powdered salt over 
tbe surface and up the black part of 
the wick. The llluuiiiuitlug power of 
the candle Is made very much smaller 
In this way. but It burns a much longer 
time. 

How to Remove Rust Blemishes. 

Rust may be removed from nickel 
plating by covering the n|K»ts with rnut 
ton tallow and letting It stand for sev 
era I days, says Woman's Life. If this , 
treatment Is followed Uy a rubbing 
with powdered rotten atone and then 
by a thorough washing with strong 
ammonia, succeeded by clear water 
and a Anal polishing with dry whiting, 
stubborn cases will yield. 


Dirty lac<> may lie easily washed nnd 
made white again If put to soak In a 
basin of warm water In which snap 
powder has lieen worked Into a lather. 
Bays the Foxy Corner. Two or three 
of these warm lathers In twenty-four 
hours will lie found to cleanae very 
dirty lace without rubbing. 

How to Boil Crocked Eggs. 

To laill cracked eggs put a teaspoon¬ 
ful of vinegar lu the water and how¬ 
ever badly cracked the egga will not 
boll out

How to Sharpen Lawn Mo wars 

Since ueurly all lawn mowers gre 
constructed ' on similar principles, to 
sharpen the uiai-lilues remove the outer 
drive wheels, change tbe pinions and 
replace the wheels. |says Popular Me 
chunks. Tl(ls cnuww the cutter to ro 
tote I nick ward wlietl the drive wheel* 
revolve. Then raise tbe stationary cu' 
ter by tightening tbe frout bolts. Form 
a thick paste of powdered emery and 
oil aud apply to the revolving cutter 
To nhnrpen simply turn one of tbe 
drive wheels, and lu a short time the 
cutter will have perfpet edges. 

How to Color Soups. 

To color soups brown use browned 
flour or a little burnt sugar. Spinach 
leaves give a flue green color. Pound 
the leaves. Ue them lu a dolh, squeeze 
out all tbe Juice and add this to the 
soup live minutes before serving. Col¬ 
or soup red by putting In the strained 
Juice of tomatoes or the whole tomato 
If It la run through a aleve Crated 
carrot give* a flne amber color. 

How to Tmprovo Flavor of Ham. 

Try soaking ham to be broiled or 
fried In molasses and water la-fore 
cooking It. The ham will have a de¬ 
lirious flavor and will readily take a 
benutiful brown In cooking. About a 
taldespoonful of molasses to a cupful 
of water should be used and the meat 
well dried before being put over tbe 
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
